Plans to eliminate two dangerous 
railroad crossings on Route 21 .caused 
by the Soo line crossing the road at 
Lake Villa and at Antioch were dis- 
cussed Saturday oy C. B. Russell, su- 
perintendent of county highways, M. 
/ ' **•■ f? fl,n .', , en .eineer of the Sob line, 
( . and officials' of the state highway de-" 
partment 

Existing conditions at these cross- 
ings were examined by the party which 
visited these two points. A confer- 
ence was held to discuss the best 
means to remedy the danger. 

At the Lake Villa crossing there is 
a question as to whether the railroad 
crossing should bo overhead or a sub- 
way, according to Mr. Russell. He 
states that both the Soo line engineer 
and officials of the state highway de- 
partment are in favor of a subway 
crossing at Antioch but that this has 
not been definitely decided.

With' the - same receiving set 
the colls, used for receiving long wave 
trans-Atlantic stations can; be plugged 
out, n smaller set of colls plugged in, 
and amateur stations picked up ef- 
ficiently. 

This ability' tends' to make this par- 
ticular typo of receiver the closest 
approach to a universal wave length 
receiver that can be made, 

The regenerative circuit arrange- 
ments already shown feed back from 
the plnte circuit to the grid circuit 
in one of two ways: First, conduc- 
tlvely, as In the circuit called the De- 
Forest Ultrn-Audlon circuit, and sec- 
ond, by inductive coupling as In the 
circuit which makes use of the tickler 
coll. There Is n third method of 
coupling — electrostatic, by which the 
circuits between which the energy is 
to be transferred are connected by 
condensers. 

In n circuit In which the energy Is 
small and the frequency is 'high, that 
Is, short wave', length, the coupling 
condenser need be of only awery: small 
capacity. The elements of a vacuum 
tube have a capacity with respect to 
each other. Some of the most cfllclent 
of the short wave regenerative receiv- 
ers used today depend on the capacity 
between the elements of the vacuum 
tube to furnish'- the necessary electro? 
static capacity between the plate and 
the grid circuits to feed energy from 
one of these circuits to the other. 

Figure O shows a 'simple single. tube 
regenerative receiver for short wave 
work that depends on ..the electro; 
static capacity between the elements 
of the tube for the coupling between 
the plate and grid circuits. A vario- 
meter "A" In the. antenna circuit is 
used for tuning. Another variometer 
"B" In series with the plate Is used 
for tuning the plate circuit to the same 
natural period as that of the received 
signal. This circuit Is sometimes 
called the tuned plate circuit method 
of regeneration. 7 

There are two tuned oscillating cir- 
cuits In the receiver. One tuned cir- 
cuit consists of the vnrlometer "A" 
with the capacity of the grid, to fila- 
ment of the tube across It. The other 
tuned circuit consists of the vario- 
meter "B" with the capacity,, of the 
plate to filament across it. These two 
circuits are in turn electrostatically 
coupled to each other by the. capacity 
between the grid end the plate. 

A receiver of the type shown In 
Figure O Is very cfilclent, because 
there are no untuned circuits. Jn ad- 
dition the energy sent back from the 
plate circuit to the grid circuit com- 
pensates for the losses In the circuits. 
This results in very high: amplifica- 
tions. . 

Though tho ndjustnient of a set of 
this type is rather critical, especially 
the amount of Induction in the plnte 
circuit, but two knobs are necessary 
to control the tuning and the nmount

WHEN Alexander T. Stewart died, 
on April 10,.. 1870, In 'New York 
city, he was credited with being one' 
of the richest merchants In the United 
States, for his wealth was ' estimated 
at more than $40,000,000, '. including 
real estate which, alone,. was assessed 
ut over $5,000,000. Tho bulk- of l\ls 
estate was bequeathed to his ..widow, 
with a million dollars as a personal 
gift to the executor, Henry Hilton. 
The Stewart funeral, culminating In 
the Interment of the body .In St. 
Mark's churchyard, New York city, was 
one of the. largest and most impressive 
ceremonies of Its kind ever held In 
tho city — and then, some two and a 
half years later, Judge Hilton, the 
executor of the Stewart estate, elec- 
trified the police with the announce- 
ment that the grave had been rifled" 
and Mr. Stewart's body stolen. 

Upon examination, it developed that 
an even grenter mystery surrounded 
the affair, than appeared upon the 
surface. During the early autumn of 
1878; Judge Hilton, learning that the 
grave had been slightly tampered with 
and fearing the depredations of 
ghouls, had caused the Stewart head- 
stone to bo removed to another por- 
tion of the plot, although it was not 
thought wise at that time to disturb 
the. remains. The knowledge of this 
change was confined-, to four, persons, 
but notwithstanding this, the excava- 
tion had been made with almost math- 
ematical precision, the earth having 
been cut away straight dpwn to the 
leaden case which enclosed the coflln. 
This case Jind been opened, the lid 
of the coflln had been unscrewed and 
the body taken out — presumably being 
carted' off in a wagon of which the 
tracks were still visible nearby. 

The most searching Inquiries on tho 
part of the police failed to reveal any- 
one who had seen the grave-robbers at 
work, for they hod chosen a stormy 
night and It was not until several, 
hours after daylight that the watch- 
man had discovered tho looting of tho 
merchant's grave. The ghouls had 
left behind them only a newspaper, 
on iron shovel and a bull's-eye lontern 
—none of which bore any distinguish- 
ing, marks,' nor could they be traced 
by the detectives assigned to the case. 
[t appeared to be impossible that the 
body of a dead man could be cnrrled 
across New York city without attract- 
ing the slightest notice or that It 
could bo re-Interred or concealed with- 
out detection— but this is precisely 
what took place, for nothing definite 
was ever learned of tho fate of the re- 
ninlns. 

Judge Hilton refused to. countenance 
.overtures for the" return of the body, 
declaring that neither* ho nor the es- 
tate would be blackmailed and, when 
a reward of $25,000 was finally offered 
It was made with the distinct under- 
standing that It was not for the body 
Itself but for Information which would 
lend to the detection of the persons, 
who had committed the depredation.' 
The executor of tho estate advised 
Mrs. Stewart to havo no dealings 
whatever with the men who had 
Btolen tho. body of her husband and 
the widow, who is said to have been 
extremely affected by the blow, fol- 
lowed this advice during the ten re- 
maining years of her life. 

Some time after the violation of the 
sanctity of St. Mark's, churchyard, the 
impression was allowed to gain preva- 
lence that the body had been re- 
covered and that It had been re-In- 
terred in the vault of the' beautiful 
cathedral at Garden City, Long Island. 
But those who attempted to secure 
proof of this report found that they 
were blocked at every turn and the 
question of who stole the body of A. 
T. Stewart and what disposition was 
made of It remains unsolved to this 
day.

statement: 

"When war was declared between 
France and 'Germany, the husband of 
the 'BaronesB' was en route to Lon- 
don. While in the middle of the 
Mediterranean, between Suez; nnd 
-Marseilles; he. made arrangements to 
Jand at the latter port and go from 
there to London Instead of continuing 
his voyage- by way of Gibraltar. 
However, the 'Baroness' sent him a 
wireless just before he reached Mar- 
seilles, advising him that war was 
about to.be declared and that it would 
he .better for him" to remain abqard 
ship. When tho ship touched Mar- 
seilles, the baron offered $1,000 -for 
an automobile to take him to the Ital- 
ian frontier, but was unable to. secure 
a vehicle. JIe continued his voynge 
and landed at Southampton on the 
day following declaration of war with 
Germany. He was Interned Imme- 
diately and remained In camp for 
three .weeks, during which the 
'Baroness' Intervened with a number 
of British officials and secured the re- 
lease of her husband upon his promise 
as an officer nnd a gentleman not to 
take arms against England during 
the war, a pledge in which she 
Joined. 

"Shortly after his release from the 
Internment camp, the cnptnln -and his 
wife sailed for New York, cloaking 
their Identity under the mask of or- 
dinary steerage passengers. The 
'Bnroness' has admitted that she had 
been in almost constant communica- 
tion with Germany, -both by letter and 
cablegram, and that she had been on 
terms of intimacy with several mem- 
bers of the kaiser's family.'* 

But while— like Wolf Von Ingel, 
Ram. Chandra, Robert Fay, Warner 
Horn -and other German agents arrest- 
ed. In the United States, the "Bar- 
oness" admitted the existence of a 
chief who directed all the movements 
of tho Teutonic forces In America, 
she maintained that she*; herself hod 
ho Idea ns to his Identity, for all her 
Instructions had been signed merely 
with the single letter "H." 

Who was, this "H?" Perhaps the 
memoirs of the kaiser or some, of the 
other officials of the German govern- 
ment mny eventually clear up this 
point, but, until then, It appears 
destined to remain one of the riddles 
of the war, covered by a veil of mys- 
tery woven with true German effi- 
ciency.

"DENEATH the flaming cross the 
" white panoplied Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan may soon ride through 
Arlington county; Virginia, as a pro- 
test against alleged Immoral condi- 
tions, Including the reported nocturnal 
Invasion of Arlington National ceme- 
tery, by wild "petting parties." 

Through the medium of publicly 
posted letters, Arlington county of- 
ficials have been warned thnt fnllure 
to check spooning, gambling, drink- 
ing and bootlegging In their jurisdic- 
tion will necessitate the assumption of 
authority by the Klansmen. 

Already several residents of the 
county have received letters from the 
Klan decreeing that they cease certain 
practices in violation of law. These 
communications aro said to have hud 
as deterrent an effect as did the ukases 
of the Knights of re-construction days 
in the South. 

The posted notes, headed "Arlington 
county," and addressed to ,4 The offi- 
cials of the law from the Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan," take the form of a 
questionnaire of which the salient in- 
terrogations are as follows : 

"Why has whisky been allowed to 
be sold along the Potomac river for 
months, nnd why is this sale permitted 
even after a murder has been com- 
mitted there?" 

_"Why has horse race betting been, 
ond why Is It, permitted to go on so 
long at Clarendon station?'' 

"Why have no steps been taken to 
stop the disorder going on nightly Just 
off the Wnshlngton-Alexnndrla high- 
way near Four Mile Run?"

EVELOPMENTS In the United 
States air mall service within a 
year will Include a twenty-eight-hour 
mail service between New York and 
San Francisco, and nir mail ' to the 
Interior of Alaska, Second Assistant 
Postmaster General Paul Henderson 
said, In an address to the Aeronauti- 
cal Chamber of Commerce and Aero- 
nautical Executives at the Automobile 
Club of America. 

"Night flying" was the subject of Mr. 
Henderson's address: .He' said -that It 
was through an Intensive study of this 
branch of aeronautics that the coast- 
to-coo8t twcrity-elght-hour service 
would bo made possible. The first 
night postal flights, he said, probably 
would be fnnde between. Detroit and 
Chicago In October, when tho national 
airplane race and nlr congress aro to 



tropblls. 

With the co-operation of large light- 
ing corporations, He said, the air mall 
service hud devised a Bystem.of light- 
ing which assures a safe night wny 
from coast to coast, with the pilot at 
no time out of sight of two of the 
series of powerful beacons, each cast- 
ing a beam forty miles hi length. 

The illumination of the Chicago 
field, Mr. Henderson announced, Is to 
follow as nearly as possible "daylight 
perspective." The buildings will bo 
flood lighted, he said, and the field 
will be outlined with light. Red lights, 
he explained, would be uied to desig- 
nate the spot, where the wheels of the 
night mall are to touch the ground. 
The emergency beacons, with their 
forty-mile shafts, will h? established 
every twenty-five miles between Chi- 
cago and Cheyenne. 
• The coast-to-coast twenty-eight-hour 
service will be made posslble^by an nll- 
nlght flight between Chicago and Chey- 
enne, n distance .of 1,000 miles. Mr. 
Henderson said. When this service 
Is In full operation airplanes, carrying 
800 pounds of mail, already sorted and 
ready for the carrier, will leave New 
York early one morning nnd their 
cargo will bo delivered In San Fran- 
cisco the following day.

In the past it was not thought that 
the corn plant was particularly sens!- 
tive to the balance of the various ele- 
ments In the soil, but now the dam- 
age caused by these rots Is' believed 
to depend largely upon these condi- 
tions and upon climatic factors. Also 
the nature of tho plant Itself— what 
•plant breeders call the genetic com- 
position— has much to do with its sus- 
ceptibility or resistance to these rots. 
In the experimental fields self-fertil- 
ized strains of corn of many different 
varieties are showing peculiarities 
formerly regarded as symptoms of 
root, stalk; and ear rots, and many 
strains are being isolated which, even 
though soif-fertllizod for many gener- 
ations, show resistance, to the organ- 
isms associated with the rots. • 

Reducing the losses from these rots 
is a complex problem, requiring much 
more investigation. At present the 
department can go little further than ! 
to say thai primarily it involves a| 
careful consideration of environment ; 
soil fertility, and the nature of the'* 
particular strain of corn.

PROBLEM SUBJECT OF STUDY 

Prices Have Not Risen so Much as tho 
Number of Commodities Regarded 
as Necessities Has Mul- 
tiplied. 

Washington, D. 0.— Nearly all the 
strikes In recent years havo been to 
obtain higher wages or to- prevent the 
reduction of existing' wages. In some 
strikes. only issues Involving hours of 
labor and other working conditions 
havo been Involved, but," generally 
speaking, the strikes havo been wuge 
strikes. 

Since prices of commodities stnrted 
to go up with the outbreak of the 
European "war especial stress has been 
laid on tho elements of tho cost of 
living 'ob the principal argument for 
wngo Increases or for retention, '. rather 
than reduction, of established wage 
scales. 

This lias led to special studies of 
tho problem of the cost of living. Ono 
fact established is that prices -haye 
not risen, so much "as tho number of 
commodities regnrded as necessities 
has multiplied. In truth, the prices 
of Borne stnples nro substantially" low- 
er than they wore years ngo. Further, 
mnny commodities are within the 
range of comparatively low- waged 
workers which, becauso of rarity or 
high price, we're formerly wholly out 
of- their reach. Tho net result of tho 
study Is that the. whole question of 
tho cost of living is relative. 

Exact Comparisons Can't Be Made. 

There Is scarcely any one who does 
not agree that the people should have, 
the" additional things which they enjoy 
under' modern conditions, but there Is 
a desire to emphasize that exact com- 
parisons cannot be made and that to 
say that tho cost of jiving has In- 
creased Is not wholly fiil r. The more 
precise statement is that the cost of 
modern living has Increased. 

Take the single Item of Ice cream. 
Formerly it was altogether a luxury. 
Today, every urchin on tho streets 
has aa Ice creara.cone dally und some- 
times Beveral a day. 

Every American city spends several 
thousand dollars a day for Ico cream. 
.This Is an entirely new addition to tho 
cost of living, nnd It mny bo pointed 
out that' It is not fair to call this an 
Increase In the cost of living. It 
merely. Is ah addition to the cost of 
living. If a given city spends $30,000 
a day- for ice cream tho citizens of 
that city have added $30,000 n-dny to 
their cost of living by making tills ex- 
penditure. This Is an addition, not an 
Increase, in the cost of living of $210,- 
000 a week; $10,020,000 a year. We 
spend, In addition, $1,000,000 n duy 
for Ice, a comparatively modern con- 
venience. 

Another Immediate comparison Is 
tho motion picture- show. Two dec- 
ades ago movies wcro scarce. A few 
'were operating, but the universal ad- 
mission charge was 5 cents. Today 
tho American public spends approxi- 
mately $1,000,000,000 a year on the

movies. This is $10 apiece for every- 
man, woman and child In the nation. 
These 'instances could bo multiplied 
almost endlessly. The country Is flood- 
ed with novelties In tho way of new 
foods, new sorts of. wearing apparel, 
now amusements nnd n thousand and 
one other new tilings totally unknown 
to and unused'by the man of only one 
generation ago. 

What Automobiles Coat 
Perhaps the. single biggest nddltlon 
.to the cost of living Is the 'automobile. 
Not so in any years ago the -horseless 
carriage was a curiosity regarded as 
practical only by visionaries. Today 
every tenth person in tho United 
States has one. This means that every 
second family has one. A low average 
cost of running an automobile Is $1 a 
day. This means that tho American 
peoplo spend $10,000,000 n day for 
automobile upkeep, as there are 10,- 
000,000 automobiles. This amounts 
• to $3,050,000,000 a year, admittedly a 
conservative figure. 

A fair average price for an automo- 
bile la $1,000 and an automobile will 
last, on an average, five years. Then, 
If a $1,000 car lasts five years, It 
coats $200 a year, In addition to the 
upkeep. There are 10,000,000 cars In" 
use. This makes $2,000,000,000. a year. 
What the economists point out Is 
that the American standard of living 
is bo high thnt It misleads many peo- 
ple. Our peoplo spend a lot but they 
get a lot. Recently two Scandinavian- 
born Americans met One had been 
to his old homo and whs telling the 
other of the good fortune that had 



befallen ono of their mutual friends. 
Ho said that the man had become rich; 
Ho had* done so well, tho : man ex- 
plained, that he had bought himself: a 
bicycle I» 

Thero Is a concrete example of what 
Is mount, by saying that tho cost of 
living has not increased in- America 
so much ns the scale of 4lvlng : has In- 
creased. Americans have moro than 
any other peoplo In tho world; they 
nro surrounded with a bewildering 
variety of goods, most of which are 
within reach of the comparatively 
deep purses of the wuge workbrs. -It 
1b an old adage that ho. who. pays tho 
piper Is entitled to cnll the tune." 
Americans call an expensive tune.

Some do their Work to an accom- 
paniment of brass bnnds nnd Invito tho 
whole world to know wha£ they are.do- 
lng. Others -are secretive, and, ilko 
providence, work In a mysterious way; 
their wonders toperform. 

Most of these organizations are hero 
to Influence legislation or governmental 
nctlon of one kind or another. It is 
not to be Inferred Hint their efforts In 
this direction, nre anything but leglti-. 
mate,, ns they^ represent people and 
interests that have a/right to be heard 
In matters of that kind. Members of 
congress sometimes grow restive under 
the pressure nnd lmportunlngs to which, 
they nro subjected, but they recognize* 
the fact in the long run they recelvo 
valuable Information and usslstance in 
their lawmaking. 

Tho secret of tho nuccess of theso 
organizations h thnt administrations 
nnd congresses come and go, but they 
stay on forever and. keep' everlastingly 
at whatever they sot out to accomplish. 
Fine Building; Erected. 

A few of tho 800 organizations that 
hold forth In Washington have erected 
flue buildings thut contribute material- 
ly to tho beauty of the city. Tim 
American lied Cross, tlio Daughters of 
tho Revolution and the Pau-Amerlcnu 
Union all have magnificent" homes In 
Seventeenth street on the way to Po- 
tomac park that rank high among tlio 
architectural beauties 6f_;the capital 
city. The American ^Federation of 
Labor has a splendid office building in 
Massachusetts avenue at Ninth street 
and close by, p similar' structure, 
reared and occupied by tho Interna- 
Uorinl Brotherhood of '-Machinists. 

Probably the feature building of 
them all will be tho new home. of thej 
Chamber of Commerco of tlio United 
States, now in course of erection, while 
tho Scottish Itlto temple In Sixteenth 
street'-nnd a new edifice on tho old 
Dean estate on which tho Masons will 
spend millions. are Illustrative of what 
fraternal orders havo done to enhauco 
tho attractions of Washington! The 
Nutloual Geographic society is another 
organization .thajt has a fine homo of 
Its own. 

Of. tho political organizations estab- 
lished in Washington the most Import 
tant are, of course, the Democratic and 
Republican national committees. Eticli 
occuplesia great su'ta In a downtown 
office building and each maintains a 
force nnd equipment thut Is prepared 
to do anything except make money. 

Tho Socialist party also maintains 
offices here, ns does also that organiza- 
tion that Is undertaking a coalition of 
I^-Umi; farmer iiind labor vote and that 
mny ultimately take the form of n 
new party. Tlio woman's nntlonal 
party Is represented In Washington 
and the organizations that fought for 
and against suffrage maintain head- 
quarters,' although much of tho polit- 
ical activity of women is now linked 
up with the organization work of tho 
nntlonal committee of tho old estab- 
lished parties.

preparing palatable dishes from mut- 
ton and lamb.- In most of these dishes 
some tart vegetable or fruit Is com- 
bined with the meat to give the acid 
flavor which is generally liked with 
lamb or mutton and which In ordinary 
household practice Is Introduced by 
tho uselof such things as mint sauce, 
caper sauce, nnd currant jelly. For 
example, a typical Turkish dish is 
Sarlna" or rolls made of meat and 
broken rice, wrapped in -grape leaves 
and then boiled, the grape leaves giv- 
ing the rolls an. appetizing mild acid 
taste.^The same idea is mndo use of 
in the following recipes: 
Mutton Baked With Rice, and Tart 
Apples. 
Mix chopped mutton with rice; line 
a baking dish with sliced tart apples; 
put the mixture of meat and rice In 
this? cover, it with water; and bake 
until the rice Is cooked. 

Cabbage-Leaf Roll. 

1 cupful raw % tcaspoonful pop- 
chopped mutton. per. • 

2 t a b 1 o spoonTula. 1 head cabbage. 
, * at 1 lemon. 
1-3 cupful rico. 2 r.euspoonfuls salt 

Put cabbage leaves of suitable size 
Into boiling water nnd let them stand 
until they are wilted. Mix the remain- 
ing Ingredients (with the exception of 
the lemon) and. form into rolls, each 
containing one tnblespoonful of the 
mixture. Wrap ench roll In a cabbugo 
leaf, after removing the. thicker part 
of the stem In order to make It roll 
well. Pnck .these rolls closely Into a 
baking dish and cover with water or 
stock.' Bake for one-lmlf hour. Just 
before serving squeeze the Juice of the 
lemon oyer the rolls. 

Eggplant and Mutton Pie. 

Put equal amounts of sliced egg- 
plant nnd chopped mutton or lamb 
fried in its own fat, 'together In al- 
ternate layers In a baking pan, cover 
with water nnd bake until well 
browned. Some prefer the addition of u 
little,, tomato juice or a few sliced 
tomatoes. 

Fruit and Mutton Stew. 
Fresh or .dried quinces, sour apples, 
pears, apricots, or prunes may be used 
in with lamb or mutton In this dish. 
The fruit and meat are cooked sepa- 
rately and then combined. 

Stew the fruit In a small amount of 
water. Cut the meat In. small pieces; 
brown It In a frying pan; when brown 
cover it with salted water and cook 
tender as for ordinnry stew; add the 
fruit nnd cook for a few minutes; and 
servo hot. This dish may be served 
with plain boiled rice and brown 
■gravy. ^ 

Baked Mutton With Apples. 
Cut a large slice of mutton or lamb 
from the top of the leg near the loin, 
cover it with finely sliced sour apples 
nnd finely chopped onions; and bake 
In the oven until the meat is tender. 
Other tart fruit may be used In place 
of tho apples. 



Dredge the meat In flour and brown 
In fat; add the ; string beans, onions, 
and tomatoes ; seuson with salt ; add 
water enough* to cover; nnd cook slow- 
ly until the meat is tender.

NO PROTECTION FROIvfTOXINS 

8afety Cannot Be Depended on Frcm 
Food Poisoning by Uae of Can- 
ning Powders. 

Canning powders ennnot be depended 
on for safety from food poisoning, ac- 
cording to the bureau of chemistry of 
tho United States Department of Ag- 
riculture. Extensive experiments re- 
cently' conducted to test the claims 
made by certain widely advertised end 
distributed canning powders, which 
consisted mainly of 05* per cent boric 
acld, r *wlth 5 per cent of salt added, 
have shown conclusively that the anti- 
septic properties of the powder only 
affect a few molds nnd microorganisms 
which are* not responsible"" for spoilage 
in projlerly processed cans or Jars. 

Fruits and other acid products prop- 
erly packed when fresh and In good 
condition keep without any canning 
preparations. Much larger amounts. of 
canning powder than those recom- 
mended on tlie package had no effect 
whntever on the growth of spore-form- 
ing bacilli, which do not require free 
oxygen for growth, particularly the 
toxin forming bacillus botullnus, which 
has recently been responsible for many 
deaths.

TURKEY for the Turks— that in a 
word- will he. the effect of the pro- 
tocol signed by the allied commanders 
and the Keraullsts Thursday morning 
at the little village of Mudanlu.lf the 
Near East peace conference soon to 
be held follows ulong tho same lines. 
Something like a, million and a half 
Greeks who have been residents of 
AhIu Minor, Constantinople and east- 
era Thrace are ileelng westward, fair- 
ly panic stricken at the thought of 
massacre and outruge which Christian 
peoples have been taught to expect 
from tho Moslem. An udded Incentive 
to their lllght is afforded by the fear 
of Turkish reprisal for the acts of the 
Greek army in Anatolia und the Greek 
civilians In Constantinople. 
. Truly the plight of these refugees 1b 
most serious. -Abandoning their long- 
time homes and sacrificing their pos- 
sessions, they are struggling In disor- 
ganized masses to get out of Turkish 
territory, and the .meaus of transpor- 
tation are pitifully scant. Pestilence 
already Is appearing In -the crowded con- 
centration campB, and food is scarce. 
Of course they are all trying to get to 
Greece, but what will become of thein 
there, Is a problem. The government 
at Athens 1b striving, to devise means 
of caring for them, but. the country al- 
ready is crowded and has. neither the 
food nor the money to provide for 
these hundreds of thousands of new- 
comers. In eastern Thrace tho Greeks 
are working feverishly to save all they 
can of their harvest There Is a lot 
of wheat there and tho Greek govern- 
ment may purchase It to help stave 
off a famine. The Thraclan delegates 
•In the Greek parliament have cabled 
to Secretary Hoover for aid from 

America. , 

Another throng thnt is trying to get 
out of Turkish territory Is composed 
of the many thousands of Russian ref- 

' ugees. They belle,ve that Kemal has 
secretly promised, the soviet govern- 
ment that he will send 'them back to 

• Russia, and the record of tho Bolshe- 
vik'l leaves them In ■ no ddubt as to 
what their fate would bo there. 



Charpy received" Instructions from 
Paris, where Lord Curzon had been 
in conference with Premier Polncare, 
and announced that Prance adhered to 
the terms proposed. Israet Pasha, 
losing thus the support he may have 
counted on, had no alternative but to 
yield, and this he did with good. grace. 
The. Greek representatives seat a note 
saying they could .not* sign the pro- 
tocol, but the Turks were ussured that 
It would, be effective In three days 
despite this refusal. "Let's sign," said 
Isinct, and the signatures were f.pperid- 
cdjnnd.ttie threat of war faded out. 
Later Greece decided to sign. 

The terms of the Mudanla conven- 
tion are substantially as given In this 
column a week ago. Greece Is given, 
fifteen days to evacuate Thrace as far 
west as the Marltza river, handing over 
the civil powers to tho allied authori- 
ties, who will Immediately transfer 
them to the Turkish authorities. Turk- 
ish gendarmerie In limited numbers 
will control Urn territory for the time 
being, with allied troops on guard to 
prevent disorders, but within thirty 
days after Greece gets out Thrace Is 
to 'be turned over wholly to the Turks. 
New. neutral zones In the Chanak and 
Ismld areas, In the Constantinople pen- 
insula ami In Galllpoll are to be de- 
lined by mixed commissions and are 
to be respected by the Angora govern- 
ment. 

. It Is understood the peace confer- 
ence will open on November 1 In 
Scutari, or possibly In some city In 
Italy. It Is probable that Bul- 
garia, Georgia and, the Ukraine will 
be Invited to send representatives, but 
not the Moscow government. Other 
nations that are likely to have dele- 
gates, In addition to ' Great Britain, 
Frurice, Turkey and Italy, are Jugo- 
slavia, Rumania, Greece, Hungary, 
Austria, Czechoslovakia and possibly 
Poland. . -. ; • i 



French labor circles are concerned be- 
cause the French law provides that 
sailors must be given wine dally. All 
American, vessels, notified by wireless, 
at once sealed their liquor supplies and 
are turning them over to the authori- 
ties on reaching port. Many foreign 
vessels sailed with their usual supplies 
of booze, In order to bring about test 
cases, and tho Cunard and Anchor 
Steamship companies began proceed- 
ings In the United States district 
court In New York to. restrain govern- 
ment officials from seizing their ships 
or the liquor aboard them. These 
companies attack .the legality of the 
Daugherty order on the ground that it 
Is In contravention of the gencrul com- 
mercial treaty of 1815 and a misinter- 
pretation of the Volstead act. 

The International Mercantile Marino 
corporation obtained from Federal 
Judge Hand a temporary restraining 
order eujolnlng New York officials 
from molesting the liquor on the steam- 
ers Finland and St Paul. 

The American Steamship Owners' 
association decided to abide peacefully 
by tho ruling provided the prohibition- 
ists will reciprocate by giving their 
support to tho ship subsidy bill. It 
cannot be denied .that the attorney 
general's decision met with general ap- 
proval throughout at least the Middle 
West and South, and It Is believed Its 
effect will bo greatly to Improve tho 
chances of the ship subsidy measure 
when It comes up for passage In con- 
gress.

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AVING avoided. war with Turkey 
without losing dignity, and re- 
taining for the present the actual con- 
trol of tho Dardanelles, the British 
government seems once more solidly 
entrenched, and the talk of retiring 
Prime Minister Lloyd George, which 
broke out furiously a few days ago, Is 
dying down. Ills opponents at home, 
Indeed, now, have no lit man to sug- 
gest us his successor, for Bonur Law, 
upon whom they had counted, has re- 
newed his fealty to the Welshman, as 
has Lord Birkenhead. Tho Unionists 
are Bald to have decided to stick by 
the coalition* and make It practically 
a permanent party when the general 
election comes, which probably will be 
about Christmas. The premier, after 
a week of retirement in the country, 
made a notable speech Saturday In 
Manchester, telling his opponents 
what he thought of them and demand- 
ing tho .support of the country for his 
policies.

It Is stated In Paris that France will 
not be' able to pay any part of her 
debts for four years, since all receipts 
for that period must be devoted to re- 
construction of the devastated regions. 
When tho Interallied financial congress 
meets In Brussels the French govern- 
ment will probably submit a plan 
drawn up by Premier Polncare. It 
calls for a revision of Germany's In- 
debtedness on a basis of actual rep- 
arations only, wiping out all charges 
for pensions, war allowances and tho 
like. France's claim would thus bf 
reduced by almost 25 per cent.

Malnutrition and undernourishment 
among school children, has been re- 
ceiving the attention of school nurses 
and welfare workers uuring the past 
ew years. Many schools have been 
feigning and measuring children to 
determine their, degree of normality 
for age and height. This, In itself, is 
worse than useless unless corrective 
measures for the" malnourished child 
are adopted. The school lunch should 
receive intelligent attention. M n k 
which is so essential for the growth 
and development of children, should 
be served with the school lunch. 

While milk contains all of the es- 
sential elements of a perfect food, it 
s subject to so many sources of con- 
tamination that "safe milk" has be- 
come a matter of state and national 
concern, as impure milk has long 
since been recognized as one of the 
direct causes of epidemics of typhoid 
fever scarlet fever, diptheria, septic 
sore threat, tuberculosis and infantile 
disorders. The Edison school at-Hills- 
boro last year served each pupil a 

balf pint of milk a day from a tuber- 
cular tested herd with such success 
that the entire ouput of a local dairy, 
man, owner of a tested hoard, has 
been contracted for the present school 
year. "The experiment last year" 
says the Montgomery News, "was 
very successful, each pupil showing a 
marked increase in weight, health, de- 
portment and in school work." 

A northern Illinois dairyman recent- 
y sent a sample of milk from one of 
his cows to the state veterinarian 
with the statement that the cow was 
off her feed." The sample was 
turned over to the laboratory of the 
State Department of Puhlic Health 
where an analysis revealed a large 
content of tubercle bacilli. The milk 
of that cow had been served to cus- 
tomers of the dairyman. The state, 
under present laws, cannot enforce 
the testing of herds. The public con 
only surely protect itself by demand- 

J* ing milk that has been pasteurized.

Harding has signed an executive order 
raising tlie U. S. tariff commission to 
a position of authority and Importance 
in the fixing of tariff rates approach- 
lag that which the interstate com- 
merce commission occupies In the field 
of railroad rate-making. His action 
makes possible Immediate steps for 
the revision of the rates of the new 
Fordney-McCuinber tariff law to meet 
many of the objections raised through- 
out the country when the bill was In 
the senate, and to make them conform 
more nearly to the Itepubllcan' doc- 
trine of protection without belug pro- 
hibitive or unnecessarily exorbitant. 
The President by the terms of the 
new law must make the flnul decision 
as to the raising or lowering of Im- 
port duties within the limit of the 50 
per cent flexibility clause. But he 
lias turned over to the turlfT commis- 
sion without delay or reservation the 
authority to take the initial steps In 
the procedure of revision and all of 
the machinery Including the power of 
investigation and recommendation 
upon which the final decision as to 
rates will be based. 
This executive order rends: 
"It Is ordered that all requests, ap- 
plications or petitions for action or re- 

«- «V2 er tllc Provisions of sections 
dlo, JIG and 317 of title 111 of the 
tariff act approved September 21, 
1022, shall be filed with or referred to 
the U. S. tariir commlsion for con- 
sideration and for such investigation 
as shall be In accordance with law 
and the public interest under rules 
and regulations to be prescribed by 
such commission." 

It Is plain that by turning over to 
the tariff commission all of the ma- 
chinery for carrying out the purpose 
of these sections, the President has 
made that commission one of the most 
important factors In government and 
economic life of the nation.

Kemal Accepts Terms and Turks and

Constantinople, Oct. 11. — Turkey 
today accepted the armistice terms of 
the allies, and the armistice confer- 
ence was signed at Mudunin. The 
convention, which brings the war be- 
tween Greece and Turkey to an end, 
will go Into effect at once. 

Izniet. Mustnphu Keinal's representa- 
tive at the Muduniu meeting, signed 
for the Turks, General Harrington for 
Great Britain, General Charpy for 
France, and General .Mambelll for 
Italy. 

Thrace goes to Turkey as far as the 
Maritza river, under the terms of the 
convention. The Greeks have until 
October 28 to withdraw their troops 
from the region, or fifteen days after 
the armistice takes effect. 



San Francisco, Oct. 13.— Passengers 
and crew of the liner City of Hono- 
lulu were rescued when tho vessel 
burned in the Pacific ocean, 1,400 
miles east of Hawaii, and 070 miles 
west of Los Angeles. • 

The 72 passengers and crew of 145 
took to the lifeboats about ten o'clock 
In the morning in a smooth sea. They 
were picked up by the freighter West 
Faralon, which arrived on the scene 
four hours and n half inter. 

The wireless call for help, sent out 
brought four vessels hurrying to the 
rescue. The United States army trans- 
port Thomas hastened under forced 
draft toward the spot, and tho Mat- 
son Navigation company's ship Enter- 
prise also crowded steam In an ef- 
fort to rescue the passengers and 
crew.. The private yacht Cnsanln, 
owned by Edward L. Doheny, Los An- 
geles oil magnate, heard the distress 
signals before the West Faralon did, 
but the latter vessel was only 50* miles 
from the burning vessel, and readied 
there first. 

The West Faralon is n Rhlpplng 
board freighter. It has only llmted 
accommodations on board. Most of 
the rescued passengers and crew had 
to remain on deck until tho larger 
boats arrived. 

Favorable conditions enabled the 
West Faralon to make fast time, and 
the smoothness of the ocean allowed 
the small boats to ride the swell with 
out danger.

Tlie wounded man was a policeman. 

The tragedy raises the -number of 
persons slain In eight days of fight- 
ing in the city to six. The outburst 
followed the killing of John Looney, 
Jr., son of, a local editor, in what was 
declared to be a battle between rival 
factions for the control of politics 
and the underworld. 

All available police* police reserves 
and deputy sheriffs have been called 
out and sent into tlie trouble. district 
to prevent nn outbreak of race' riots! 

It Is probable that the trouble will 
result in state troops being sent to 
Hock Island to aid the federal agents 
already on the Job In cleaning up the 
crime situation. There has been a 
persistent demand from the civic or- 
ganizations and the better element for 
troops ever since young Looney was 
shot. 

The scene of the shooting was In the 
center of the "redllght" area and a 
little more than u block from where 
the bullet-rlddled body of James 
("Dude") Brown, reputed head of the 
colored gambling element, was picked 
up just a week ago. 

Shortly after eight o'clock n report 
was received at the police station of a 
row over a colored girl In tlie levee 
district. Two policemen, one of them 
Gils Klrsch, were sent to Investigate 
and on the way they picked up two 
more city officers. Policemen George 
Green and Edward Miner. 

They approached the house of Hob- 
ert Scott, colored, In Twenty-second 
street, where the trouble was reported. 
They walked In. Green In the lend. In 
the small room behind 4he stove in the 
unlimited kitchen crouched Scott with 
n shotgun. Green grappled with the 
mnn, but the black opened fire and 
Miner staggered and fell. Miner, In 
falling, shot nnd the bullet struck 
Green, who was Instantly killed. 

Other shots wqre fired and Scott 
was mortally wounded. Officer Klrsch 
nlso was wounded but not seriously. 
Miner died on the operating table.

The refusal of tlie British govern- 
ment- to extend the limit to twelve 
miles was communicated to' Secretary 
Hughes by Sir Auckland Geddes, the 
British ambassador. 

The British answer, dated October 
13, was In reply to the American note 
of Juno 20 last, hi which Secretary of 
•State Hughes asked British co-opera- 
tion In prevention of abuses In regard 
to clearance papers .and false reg- 
istries, and nt the same time suggest- 
ed an extension of territorial waters. 
In effect, the British foreign olllco 
Instructed Ambassador Geddes to 
Inform the State department that the 
principle of International law em- 
bodied In the three-mile limit was too' 
Important for even considering an In- 
fringement of It.. Great Britain, the 
nolo declared, always had opposed ex- 
tension, and the situation confronting 
the United States- In regard to liquor 
smuggling off Its shores Is not re- 
garded as suinclent ground for a de- 
parture from the "principle." 

Tho note concluded with the pious 
hope that the smuggling of which Sec- 
retary Hughes complnlned Is tempor- 
ary, and that the United States gov- 
ernment In time will.be able to check 
It by Its own efforts. With regard to 
the abuses such as double clearance 
[papers, given by port nuthorMes,\ tho 
false transfer of American ships to 
British registry, nnd more careful 
supervision of cargoes, the British 
government extended sympathy and 
promised the most complete co-opera- 
tion.
